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Industrial Preparedness 


(Continued from last week.) 

Returning to the subject of indus- 
trial service take the subject of com- 
petition. The worst competitor in 
business is the ignorant competitor, 
the one who does not khow how 
much it costs him to do business, 
how to buy his materials; who has 
a poor organization, a poor factory 
organization, or bad and disloyal 
employees. The manufacturer or 
the industrialist who has solyed all 
these problems is vitally interested 
in the education of his ignorant 
competitor and the banker can be 
of great service in proyiding a clear- 
ing house for this sort of informa- 
tion for his customers, 

Of course the best industrialist in 
a certain line is better posted about 
the special requirements of a cost 
system, a purchasing system, a fac- 
tory system, or a sales organization 
than his banker, yet the banker can 
be helpful in making the systems of 
the best concerns available to all. 
This I believe would be just as true 
of the credit department of any in- 
dustrial concern. 

To bring about this co-operation, 
to establish confidence where con- 
fidence is due, is the primary object 
of our Industrial Service Depar!t- 
ment, to get the banker and the in- 
dustrialist closer together, to give 
to the banker the industrialist’s 
point of view. 

Let me try to place before you, in 
a tentaive form, some of the func- 
tions of the Industrial Service De- 
partment of the National City Bank. 

In might examine on request in- 
dustrail establishments of custom- 
ers and report on their equipment, 
merchandise, business methods, cost 
accounting and personnel. 


It might.co-operate in the enlarge 
ment of the field of safe industrial 
loans by assuring a preferred credit 
standing to customers inslilutions in 
which: 

Statements are prepared by ap- 
proved accountants acting inde 
pendently of the concern examined 
or 


Which are operated in conformity 
with given standards of merchan- 
dise valuation, allowance for depre- 
ciation, fire protection and cost ac- 
counting. 

It might compile for customer’s 
use late and reliable information 
from all available sources. 

It might co-operate with custom- 
ers in stimulating their trade asso- 
Ciations to work for the establish- 
ment of industrial standards such ax 
cost accounting and distribution. 


the Bank's publications of new de- 

It might inform customers through 
velopments bearing on industrial 
economies, efficiency and the elimi- 
nation of wastes. 


There is nothing particularly new 
in the work outlined above. Mr. 
Hurley, ex-chairman of the Federal 
Trade Commission in his recent 
book, “The Awakening of Business” 
has given some very helpful, con- 
structive suggestions as to the meth- 
od of standardizing business, of ac- 
complishing closer and more useful 
co-operation of similar interests, in- 
dustries and trades, with a final co- 
operation between all .of them. 
Banks, industrialists and economists 
have all had a vision of closer rela- 
tionships between those engaged in 
like trades, associated industries and 
more particularly © co-operation 
where the functions of each must 
work in combination with the other. 
Such, for instance, as the manufac- 


‘ture of furniture and the retail deal- 


er in a faraway city. 


The National City Bank claims 
nothing new in the idea. It is not 
new, but Mr. Vanderlip has. simply 
put into concrete, workable form 
and definite co-operative action the 
visions of men who see victory in 
the great war against waste, ac- 
complished, if you please, by the 
elimination of the enormous waste. 
We can in part reduce this waste 
through better understanding and 
rélationships, through mutual aid, 
through mutual education, through 
sane competition that would rather 
teach a fellow manufacturer to save 
20 per cent than to see him make a 
two per cent reduction In competi- 
tive prices. We are only applying 
well-known, various local. practices 
to a larger scope of an international 
bank. 

Of course ,the hearty co-operation 
of the business men in general is the 
very essence of such an undertak- 
ing. We have no doubt that it will 
be fortheoming. You will find the 
most efficient. concerns fhe first to 
support it when once the purpose is 
understood. They will be prompt to 
appreciate that what strengthens the 
weaker concerns, the |. end 
strengthens all. 

[-have no doubt that the majority 
of my remarks may be summed up, 
from your point of view, as that of 
conservative eredits. I believe that 
you will agree with me, in the full 
application -of this fundamental 
treatment of credits, that onty 
through the full interpretation of 
constructive credit work can we, as 


a nation, industrial to a marked de- 
gree, hope to find our largest meas- 
ure of suceéss, the most efficient 
expression of our industrial life. 


As I said at the very outset, Grand 
Rapids is among the leaders alone 
the lines I have been suggesting, and 
the National Credit Men’s Associa- 


tion; of which you are an important . 
part, has the reputation of being one 


of the most aggressive National asso- 
ciations. I feel, therefore, that I 
have not spoken to unsympathetic 
hearers, but rather to those who are 
ready to join in a national movement 


for eonstructive work that indus- 
trialists, bankers and associations, 


especially credit men’s associations 
ean carry out with wonderful re- 
sults for the progress of American 
industry. 


In the inauguration of the Indus- 
trial Service Department of the Na- 
tional City Bank, Mr. Vanderlip is 
putting into concrete form a defin- 
ite desire for another service to the 
nation. It was this same motive 
that caused him to establish a for- 
eign frade department, that has led 
him fo place the oufposts of. his 
bank across the seas, in foreign 
countries that the American manu- 
facturer might have.a larger market 
for his goods and that the American 
doHar might find its place among in- 
ternational currencies. 


T hope that in what T have said, 
there has been no suggestion in your 
mind that Tam not in favor of mili- 
lary preparedness. Quite the con- 
trary, for T believe we should all be 
patriotic enough fo answer “present” 
on amoment’s call. But our patriot- 
ism should go even further than 
this. We should be ready to devote 
our whole energies throughout a 
life time to the preparation and up- 
building of our country. Such pa- 
triotism requires more of a man 
fhan perhaps a few months service 
or even the laying down of his life 
in a moment of death agony. Every 
good man should he willing to die 
for his country, and every good man 
should be willing to live for his 
country. “Thousands upon thov- 


sands of skilled workers have heen: 


wasted at the hattle fronts in Fu- 
rope who would have heen worth 
their weight in gold in the factories 
al. home.” 

My challenge to vou tonight is not 
one of retrenchment, or lack of pre- 
paredness for national emergencies 
but re‘her a challenge for an even 
ereater pafriofic constructive 
vice in shaping and organizing the 
foundation of our industrial. re- 


sources and the fabrie of our com- 
mercial life, which must be our as- 
surance of final victory in both mil- 
itary and economic war. And it is 
only by intelligent and far-sighted 
co-operation and prompt aetion that 
we 6an hope to win. 


Change in English Cotton Levy. 


Sinee the transmittal of the re- 
port on “Restricting Colton Con- 
sumption in England” (published in 
Commerce Reports for September 5. 
1917) the Cotton Control Board has 
considered the question of the levy 
to be paid for running excess spin- 
dies and decided to simplify the 
matter without In any way inter- 
fering with the amount of the levy 
lo be paid by firms who run 70, 90, 
9), and 100 per cent of their ma- 
chinery in accordance with the in- 
structions issued. The following 
decisions were arrived at by the 
board on August 20, 1917, and they 
modify the terms of the scheme 
specified in the report referred to 
above: 

It has been decided that in spin- 
ning mills. where, under — license. 
more than 60 per cent of the ma- 
chinery is worked the levy, instead 
of varying from %d. to %d. per 
spindle in the case of mules and 
3-46 d.- to %d,. in the case of rings 
shall be of the uniform rate of 14d. 
per mule spindle for all excess spin- 
dies over 60 per cent and 174d. per 
ring spindle for all excess spindles 
above 60 per cent. This is exactly 
the same as the varving figures pre- 
viously stated, where 70, 80, 90, or 
1n0 per cent of the spindles are 
worked. but it has the advantage of 
permitting a firm with, for instanee. 
100,000 mule spindles to run 64,000 
spindles and to pay 1%4d. per spin- 
dle on the 1,000 excess instead of 
having to pay %d. per spindle on 
the whole 100,000 spindles in the 
mill. 


. This procedure, it is claimed by 


the board, will simplify matters and 
will obviate any complications 
where the running of an extra pair 
of mules would have the effect of 
making the percentage run slightiv 
exceed the percentage of 70, 80, 90, 
or 100 per cent, as the case may be.

The Relation Between Overseer and 


Help. 
Editor: 
Taking help into consideration 
from a business standpoint, each 


y overseer should be their 
best friend, or in other words, yon 
should take the greatest of interest 
in the welfare of your help. You 
should let your help know that the 
company that you are working for 


and every 


is paying you to be a leader and not 


a driver. You should let your help 
know that you have an interest m 
work; that your pattern is 
made right; that you want them to 
mould their material by your pat- 
tern, Be their best adviser con- 
cerning their work and their wel- 
fare. 

Now, I want to state here that 
I know that overseers cannot be 
perfect, but we can be perfect 
enough to have a well organized 
room full of well satisfied help. Nor 
do | mean to say that we want to 
gel short at times, but I do mean 
to say that if we overseers will nof 
get short within ourselves we will 
then not be giving ourselves so 
many opportunities to get short of 
good help. When I say short within 
ourselves [| mean that we have got 
something good withm our hearts 
but have not got. the get-up enough 
to divide among others. Of course 
I know thal we very often come in 
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contact with help that will not lis- 
ten to advice. The reason that we 
come in contact with this kind of 
help is because they have been 
working for blind overseers that 
could not lead the way for them to 
follow, or coud! not themselves bear 
to take advice. These fear we are 
bound to come in contact with some 
bad help. The main point for over- 
seers when they do come in contact 
with bad help is to spend all their 
spare time that they can with that 
hand until they have converted 
him that the right way is the only 
way and much better than the 
wrong way. 

I have known help to work at 
places that they did not like at all, 
but for the sake of the overseer 
that had befriended them in many 
ways they would be content to work 
and live at a place they did not 
like and probably for less wages 
than they could have made else- 
where rather than leave a man that 
they knew would respeet them and 
demand that others do likewise 
throughout his room. One _ finds 
that any overseer who respects his 
help will in turn be respected by 
his help. | 

As I have stated above if you will 
treat your help nice and at the 
same .time be strictly business at 
all times with them you will then 
see your help take more interest in 
their work. There. are so many 
rooms run down right today, jus! 
because the overseer felt too proud 
fo have a little talk with a new 
hand when putting them to work. 
In putting a new hand te work you 
Should make that hand feel as 
though he were at home to start 
with. Then if they should ever de- 
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sire to leave you they would feal 
like they were leaving home. Keep 
in close touch with their work. 
Show them by your treatment thal 
you are there fo give each and ey- 
ery one a square deal and in turn 
you should demand the same. By 
keeping in closest touch with your 
help and not heing too proud to do 


so, you can get much aid from dif- : 


ferent hands in your room. thiaf 
would help you along. They would 
help you, for as the old saying is 
“two heads are better than one” and 
I can gladly say that if I wanted a 
good aid I wouldn't mind going to 
any of my hands and trying 
get it.. 

You may go where vou wish and 
associate with whom you 
but the world hes eyes 
you, and the example that you set 
before. others, let it be good or bad, 


please, 
on. 


will be followed. by some one, so — 


why should we not one and all set'a 


good example before our help, and 


lead the way that they might fol- 
low behind us, Hoping that rela- 
fions between overseers and help 
will grow to be one big family. I 
am yours fruly, W. H. H.

REPAIR SITOPS ARC STOCK ROOMS 
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Edward D. Roy, of South Carolina, 
has invented certain new and useful 
Improvements in Rock-Shaft Bear- 
ings, of which the following is a full 
and clear specification. 

In roek shafts for looms and oth- 
er machinery, the portion of the 
shafts which rest in the bearings 
soon beeome worn, thus necessitat- 
ing the substitution of a new shaft. 
it. is the objeet of this invention to 
relieve the shaft of practically all 
wear to members which may he 
readily removed and renewed at 
slight expense, thus saving the cost 
of renewing the shaft itself, 

In the drawing— 

Figure 1 is a vertical longitudinal 
sectional view showing my device 
applied to one of the bearings of a 
loom rock shaft; 

Fig. 2 is a avertical sectional view 
on the lme 2--2 of Pig. 1; and 
Fig. 3 is a perspeetive view of the 
parts of my device separated from 
each other. 

In the drawing annexed, (a) dés- 
ignates a shaft whieh may be the 
well known rocker shaft used in 
Crompton and Knowles or other 
looms and which extends through 
the usual tubular bearing (b) affix- 
ed in the usual manner to. the 
frame (e) of the loom or other ma- 
It is usual to mount fhe 
shaft in two of these bearings (hb), 
one at either side of the machine, 
but. T have shown but one of these 
bearings in my drawing. 

Affixed to the shaft by a_ sef-s 
crew (d’) adjacent to the inner end 
of each of the bearings (b), is an 
upstanding arm ({(d), and affixed to 
the inner face of the outer end of 
fhe arm (d) is a supporting mem- 
ber {(e), whose under surface ts 
curved to fit down over the cylin- 
drical upper surface of the usual 
hub part of the bearing (b). The 
shaft extends loosely through the 
hearing (bh) and is supported en- 
firely hy the member (e) bearing 
upon the hub or cylindrical portion 
of the stationary bearing (bh), so 
that the wear ineident to rocking 
the shaft will take plaee entirely 
on the eontacting faces of the parts 
(e) and (bh). To reduce the wear fo 
a minimum on the eylindrieal hub 
‘b) and to transfer it entirely to the 
supporting member (e), IT may of 
course affix fo the wearing face of 
member (e) a suitable wear plate 
or leather and make the same de- 
fachable for renewal purposes, as 
shown at (f) in Fig. 2. 

The supporting member (e) is 
mounted on. the arm (d) in such 
manner as to he readily adjusted 
With respect fo the shaft, so as to 
nicely adjust the parts to take the 
weight of the shaft off the bearing 
‘D).. I show for this purpose a slo! 
8) in the arm (d) and bolt. (h) ear- 
ried by the member (e), the thread- 
ed end of said bolt extending 
through the slot and heing provided 
With a clamp nut (i). T further pro- 
vide an adjusting screw (j) in a 
lateral ear ‘k) Tormed on the outer 
end of the arm (d), this adjusting 
screw being adapted to bear on the 
outer end af the member (e), a 
suitable lock*hut (1) being mounted 
on the serew, In the curved foot 
piece (m) of the supporting mem- 
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New Rock-Shaft Bearing 


ber (e), I provide a radial oil pocket 


(n) leading to the bearing face of 


this foot piece for convenience in 
oiling the contacting faces. This oil 
pocket is cylindrical in shape and 
to assist in feeding the oil from it 
to the contacting aces of the parts, 
I drop a ball into the passage, this 
ball being approximately the di- 
ameter of the passage and arranged 
to gravitatingly rest upon the cury- 
ed bearing face of the hub (b). The 


rocking of the shaft and the sup- 


porting member (e) will cause the — 


ball to rotate and thus cause the oi! 
to be fed to the contacting faces of 
the parts. The outer end of the oil 
passage (n) is slightly constricted 


fo prevent accidental displacement 


of the ball by jarring. 

It will be observed also that the 
supporting member (e) is readily 
guided on the arm {d) by means of 
flanges (p) formed on the side 
edges of the arm.

Fixing Your Eye on a Star. 


A short time ago the president of 
a large group of mills was in need 
of a general superintendent and 
was, as usual, flooded with applica- 
tions. 

One day he rolled all of the ap- 
plications in a bundle and made a 
special trip to Charlotte to lay them 
before us and get us to say which 
man was best qualified for the posi- 
tion that he had to fill, 

He was somewhat astonished that 
we could tell him, not only the 
present location but the history of 
every man on his list, together with 
his characteristics, bul he was still 
more surprised to find that quite a 
number of the applicants, for this 
general superintendent's position, 
had never filled a position higher 
than overseer and one of them was 
only a second hand in spinning. 

There was a time when it sur- 
prised us to see applications, for 
large positions, from men who lack- 
ed the experience that would jus- 
fify giving them serious considera- 
tion and we used fo look upon such 
applications as a sign of mental 
weakness of the applicants 
years of experience has caused us 
to look upon them with a different 
light. The applications of such men. 
as we see it now, is but. the expres- 
sion of the spirit of ambition that 
pervades the textile industry of the 
South. 

If we were asked the chief char- 
acteristic of the superintendents. 
second. hands and even 
the doffer bovs of Southern cotton 
mills we would answer “ambition.” 

The superintendent is ambifious 
fo get a larger mill and he knows 


but 


that the best route to such a mill 
is to make good where he 1s. 

The ‘overseer is iooking always 
towards a  superimtendent’s job, 
while the second hand dreams of 
his first job as overseer. 

The doffer boy looks with admir- 
ing eyes at the superintendent who 
was once a doffer boy and he begins 
to figure out a plan to start up the 
ladder by getting a spinning sec- 
tion for himself, 

The operatives of our Southern 
cotton mills are all native born and 
every doffer boy knows that if he 
works hard and goes straight he has 
the opportunity of some day be- 
coming superintendent of a large 
mill, 

The spirit of “fix your eye on a 
star” is good for any industry and 
seeing the work that the spirit of 
ambition has done for our mills we 
have ceased to criticise an overseer 
or even a second hand for applying 
for the largest superintendent's job 
in the South. 

When men are ambitious and 
know that the way is open fo them 
if they make good upon the job 
they have there is an incentive to 
do better work. : 

Take hope and ambition from a 
man and let him believe that he has 
reached the point where he must 
stand still for the remainder of his 
life, because the door of future ad- 
vancement is closed to him, and he 
will cease to take interest in his 
work or his future. 

Ambition and the knowledge that 
there is a tigher job if he makes 
good on the job he has, will: put. vim 
and efficiency into him and his em- 
ployers will benefit accordingty. 


There is a great distinction be- 
tween the “roving spirit” and the 


“spirit of ambition” and we do no! 
confuse the one with the other. 

The roving spirit is too prevalent 
and we see evidences of it every 
day. It eauses men to become eas- 
ily dissatisfied and ready to change 
on short notice to any other job 
that beeomes open. 

There are some men who start 
a job at 6 o’clock one morning and 
by 9 o'clock the same day are put- 
ling more brain-work upon landing 
another job than upon running the 
one they have. 

Such men cannot. be classed as 


ambitious and they usually progress 


downward instead of upward. 

Even though ambition makes sec- 
ond hands apply for general super- 
intendent’s jobs we believe that if 
is a spirit that is of imestimable 
value to our industry and should 
he encouraged. 

It. is good for any business to 
offer the men within it the possi- 
hilities that exist in the fextile in- 
dustry of the South. 


The Unfair Child Labor Law. 


The subject of child labor is again 
brought into notice through the. de- 
cision of Federal Judge Boyd, of 
North Carolina, who holds that the 
law passed by Congress in Septem- 
her, 1916. forbidding interstate com- 
merce in goods manufactured — in 
factories emploving children under 
14 vears of age, is unconstitutional. 
The court has held that Congress 
eannolt do hy indirection what if 
eannot do directly: that Congress 
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can regulate trade among the states, 


but not the internal conditions of 
labor. This decision granted an in- 


junction against the enforcement of 
the Child Labor Law in that judi- 
cial district only. It was without 
force m other jurisdictions, -An ap- 
peal has been taken to the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and 
pending decision on that appeal the 


North Carolina injunction is mop- 
erative and the provisions of the 
law remain effective. 


Whether the United States Su- 
preme court shall reverse or sustaim 
the North Carolina decision and in- 
junction, the fact remains that the 
passage by Congress and the ap-. 
proval by President Wilson of the 
Child Labor Law was a matter of 
politics; nothing more, nothing less. 
Its passage in September, 1916, two” 
months before a presidential elec- 
tion, was undoubtedly timed with 
reference to that election. Else why 
was not the law passed at least 
three years before? Its passage in 
1916 was obviously planned with a 
view to winning votes for the re- 
election of President Wilson and an- 
other Free-Trade Congress. 

This conclusion is enforced by the 
fact that the same Congress which 
passed and the same President who 
approved the law restricting the 
employment of American children 
under 14 and forbidding the inter- 
state marketing of goods in the pro- 
duetion of which child labor had 
heen employed, made no. provision 
for. the restriction of the importa- 
tion 9f goods from foreign eown- 
fries where child labor forms an 
important part of the lahor em- 
ploved., 

To illustrate: The North Carolina 
mill owner is forbidden to entploy 
children under 14. He cannot sell 
outside of North Carolina a yard of 
cotton cloth in the. fabrication of 
which sueh child labor has had 
a part. So with mill owners in ev- 
ery state in the Union. They are 
prevented by congressional enact- 
ment from selling goods that in part 
have been produced by child labor. 

But no such prohibition applies 
fo the products of other countries 
where child labor is extensively em- _ 
ployed at low wages. What the 
American mill owner is forbidden 
to do, the foreign mill owner may 
freely de. The foreigner may with- 
out let or hindranee push his goods 
into the American market at prices 
with which our domestic mill own- 
ers. cannot. compete. The Under- — 
wood Free-Trade Tariff. framed 
with the express intent of promot- 
ing foreign competition, enables the 
foreign producers. fo profit by privi- 
leges that are denied the Ameri ican 
producer. | 

Take the case of Janan where 
great numbers of children are em- _ 
ployed in industrial plants: and. 
where there are no restrictions 
either as fo ages or hours of Jahor. 
In the Fifteenth Financial and Beo- 
nomic Annual of Janan. the official 
publication of the Japanese denart-— 
ment of finance. a tabulation is pre- 
sented of the wages paid to children 
under 14 vears of age emploved in 
twenty-eight branches of industry. — 
In this table we find hat Wages of 
boys range from 15 sen (7% eents) _

In neither the Underwood ‘Tariff — 
law, the Child Labor law, nor in any 
other law is there any bar to the ~ 
free importation of goods produced 
by the labor of Japanese children. 
The American Economist favors 
the just, equitable, unttorm, and 
wholesome regulation of child la- 
bor in the United States, but insists 
that the same regulation should be 
enforced regarding the importation 


of foreign goods that are the prod- 
uct of child labor. Why should 
American producers be handicap- 
ped by restrictions that do not ap- 
ply to their foreign competitors? 
Why should American producers be 
shut out of their own market by 
conditions which are not enforced 
against their foreign competitors? 
It is manifestly unfair and unrea- 
sonable that the Japanese employer 
of 5 and 10-cent child labor should 
enjoy privileges in the American 
market that are forbidden to the 
American employer who is confined 
to the services of men and women 
who are paid from twenty to forty 
times the wages paid to Japanese 
children.

New York: Rumors to the effect 
that the government would take a 
hand in the eontrol of cotton mar- 
kets had some influence upon buy- 
ing during the past week; for if was 
felt, in the eotton goods trade thal 
the staple was a little too high and 
considerable talk of government fix- 
ing of prices was, therefore, abroad. 
While this influence upon buying 
looked to be slight, since there 
seemed to he no tendeney to ¢ur- 
tail buying, vet factors of the trade 
were of the opinion that if the 
present upward movement contin- 
ued there might be a tendency on 
the part of buyers to withhold ac- 
tion until the question. of priee fix- 
ing had been settled. 

Piece goods trade likewise report- 
ed that buying seemed to be holding 
off until this problem was solved. 
When they saw material declined 
to a 20-cent level last week, interest 
became more general, but when the 
eotion closed at its highest figure 
since the decline; cotton goods ruled 
firmer in all quarters. Se piece 
goods trade seemed to have about 
held its own, but some reported 
that bargains were obtainable even 
there. In fact, during the past few 
weeks, cotton have been al! 
attractive prices al. iimes, but even 


at the soft prices that were in force 


little business was done. 

A good many orders of fair sized 
lots were called for in print cloths, 
for.in spite of the rumor of govern- 
ment action on prices, buyers de- 
cided {fo act mmmediately because 
they feared there would be no offi- 
eial indication of action by the gov- 
ernment, and the markef, in the 
meantime, would be going up. 

Just how high the new market 
would go was a question fhat all 
hands were considering. While 20- 
cent cotton was the talk of the 
trade, vef there were many 
felt that on aceount of wool short- 
age and in. view of the large gov- 


ernment war requirements there 
was reason to expect almost any 
level. 


On top of this home demand fhere 
was a large export demand for eo‘- 
tons of all deseription. n the Far 
Fast the situation was unehanged. 
While India continued to seek sup- 
plies yet, outside of this, the busi- 
ness done was jerky. Foreign com- 
petition seemed to be the eause of 
the lack of interest displayed = in 
these quarters. 

Cuba and the West Indies were 
still huving and took some fair 
sized quantities of goods. 

Central and South America hough! 
some goods hut the bulk of goots 
came from the larger countries. In 
spite of the fact that Japan export- 
ed a considerable amount of 
fo South America The demand for 
American goods was apparently 
harmed, 

In fact. the demand for supplies 
for export continned even from 
countries for which heenses for 
shipments were hard to obtain. The 
Seandinavian countries were in the 
market fram week to week for sup- 


who 


ples, with cotton piece goods in the 
lead. In all quarters of the export 
market if was reported buyers were 
taking on considerable quantities of 
cotton goods at current high prices. 
While shipments to the Seandina- 
vian countries were running below 
those of a few months ago, yet buy- 
ing continued brisk. 

Mexieo eontinued to be one of the 
largest. buyers in the market. She 
look large quantities of cotton 
goods via water and land. A gen- 
eral line of cotton goods seemed to 
he in demand rather than any spe- 
cial line. Fillers demands were 
made: also some good business in 
various quarters of the market 
were reported.

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Philadelphia-The cotton yarn 
market is still quiet, although the 
irade has every reason to believe 
that increased demand will develop 
in the course of time. As a resulf 
of the advance in the cotton market 
there was an improvement in the 
demand for yarns in spots, but 
iaken as a whole the volume of 
husiness was not large. Those man- 
ufacturers who did buy bought 
through fear that prices might go 
higher. 

In fact,.-some of the largest 
houses in the market said they 
could not see any increase in the 
volume of business, as the advance 
in the eotton market was an excuse 
for spinners to advance prices or 
refuse to quote, and manufacturers 
who are not in pressing need of 
varns withdrew inquiries. Deliver- 
ies on old contracts seemed. to he 
gcood and reeeipts of yarns were 
moderate, | 
Some of the sales made during 
the week were for deliveries run- 
ning well into the next year. There 
were sales of 25,000 to 50,000 pounds 
and. inchided single and two-plies. 
Most of the demands for carded 
varns on cones were in spofs, prin- 
cipally from Western knitters ouf- 
side ‘of the market: There’. was 
some demand, however, from West- 
ern knitters, but. they very rarely 
liked the price quoted and with- 

drew. 
If we take the number of spin- 
ners who have visited the market 
looking for business during the 
week, or sent inquiries for business 
fo dealers as an indication of the 
situation there is no searcify of 
combed yarn. Spinners who are not 
in need of business are quoting high 
prices, while those who need orders 
fo keep their plants running are 
willing to meet buyers” prices. From
